Of about 95,000 miles of dirt roads 
in the state, only about li»,0(Mi miles 
will he converted into hard pike un-- 
der the Tice sUte road act, which 
leaves about 76,000 miles that need 
caring for in other ways.

The making of a good road dragia 
a 8 mple matter; anyone who can use 
a hammer without mashinK his 
thumb can fabricate one. The first 
road drag was made out of an old 
pump stock and a dry butternut 
post, withsomeold knot-holed boards 
nailed across them There was noth- 
ing prepossessing about it, but it did 
the business. 

As WiUiam G. Edens, President of 
the Illinois Highway Improvrment 
Association and the Associated Roads 
Organizations of Chicago and Cook 
County, to give him his fuU title, re- 
marked the other day: 

"The man who knocked together- 
that first road drag did more to help' 
the farmer than the man who die. 
covered alfUfa and invented the d-^ 

That sound.^ a bit exaggerated, 
perhaps, but think it over. The road 
drag nakaa it poaaiUe for the farm- 

er to reduce his tran.siK)rtation bill 
at a slight expenditure of time and 
labor, and the transportation tax i» 
one of the largest we Americana 
have to riiealder. Just think of it; it 
costs the American farmer on an av- 
etage of 26 cents per ton-mile to get 
his products from the farm to mark- 
et, when it should cost him only 
about a dime, if our average road 
were as good as the average road of 
England, France or Germany.

ia used after the rain has stopped, 
with the result that the road .surface 
will work up in crumbs. The nearer 
itis possible toapread the mud over 
the road aa . a mortar, much in the 
way a mason worka nortar with a 
trowel, the jrreator ia the improve 
ment produced. ' 

Hereia the approved method of 
Oaing the drag as formu ated by the 
Associated Hoads Organizations, of 
Chicago and Cook Cooatjr: 

Make a light drag. 

Drive the team at a walk. 

Kid.' on the drag; don't walk. 

Don't drag a dry road. 

Drag when the road ia muddy. 

Drag, if poaatblo. immadtately te- 
fore a freese. 

Begin at ona aido of the road, re- 
turning on the opposite side. 

Always drag a little earth toward 
the center of the road until it is rais- 
ed ten or twelve inchea above the 
center of t^a roadway. 

Do not attempt to nio\ c mtv much 
material at one time with a drag.

The exer- 
cise of a little care on the part of the 
U.ser.s of the read will do as much (is 
the drag toward getting a smoother 
road. Tha law provMea a penalty 
for any one who wilfully ruts or cut.s 
op a dragged road.— Chicago He- 
eord-Herald.

When the atmosphere becomes too 
dry It la well to have a plant In thn 
room that requires plenty of water 
A Jar of water kept In the room helps 
by evaporation. Heavy articles xhould 
never ba plaeed on the top of the 
piano nor ahonld music or books be 
plied thara, either.

Hog Cholera Treatment 

Serene as seems the life of the till- 
er of the soli, aplose seratiny reveals 

t!,at he, too, has his worries and 
vexations. The sound of the rain on 
the roof at night may not mean a 
balm for the growing crops, but a 
menace to the young dilekt which 
have not been properly housed. 
Bright spring days bring seeding 
time and the hope of a bountiful 
harvest, and also crows and cater- 
pillars. One of the greatest sources 
of trouble to the Kentucky farmer, 
however, is hog cholera. His wheat 
may eaeape the weevil, his corn may 
grow to maturity in spite of the cut- 
worm, his potatoes may survive the 
bugs, and his neighbors' dogs may 
agreeably eoaaent to his raising a 
floek of iheep. hot horeholera fa like 
the "thief in the night." 

Much progress has been recently 
made in thia State in the treatment 
and prevention of hog cholera, and 
so admirable have been the results 
of the research at the Kentucky Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station during 
the last three years that KMtucky 
has been selected rs one of the few 
States in the union in which a Fed- 
eral investigation will be carried on. 
Of the resoiteof the treatment by 
the anti-hoff cholera senim which is 
used at the Kentucky Experiment 
Station an otiicial report says: 

"Herds treated, 923; number nf 
hogs in herds, 52,489. 

"Number of hogaaick, 638; num- 
ber of hogs with high temperatures, 
5,766. 

"Number of hogs vaccinated 47,- 
r<73; method: (1) Simultaaeoui treat- 

ment, 451 herds; (2) serum alone, 
382 herds. 

"Number of herds reported, J.'*', 
number of hoga reported, 38,117. 

"Number ho^rs reiKirted lived 34,- 
366 —90.2 per cent.; number of hogs 
reported died, 3,751 it.s jK'r cent. 

"Number herds not reported, 197; 
number of hogs not reported, 9,556."
